INTRODUCTION: ls. Owens ealled upon the presidents of the local councils to 
duce their delegetions. The following persons made introductions: Mra 
of Clinten Mr. Spratt of Roseville, My. Chinoy of Weequahic, Ir. 
of Cen’ Mr. Dunn of Vailsborg, and Mr. Zeller of North Newark. Mrs. 
then introduced Mrs, Wildebush from the Ironbound Community Council, a ne 
organised group, who introduced members of the Tronbound Council present. 


MINUTES: The mimxtes of the previous meeting were approved as written > having 
mailed to ail members. 


CLEAN UP = PAINT UP WEEK: Mr. Meeker of the junior Chamber of Commerce was intros 
duced, and he presented several committee chairmen from that organization. ' 
Newark group has two hundred members, and its projects include "Clean up-Paiz 
Boys' Club work, and other youth work. The organization would like to assisù 
the Associated Commmity Councils in a coordinated, citywide Clean-up aint up 
Campaign. The Junior Chamber of Commerce would assist by publicizing, judging, 
and coordinating. The high point of the drive would probably be reached ix 
the week of May 20-25, The appropriate divisions of the city government aro in 
whold-hearted cooperation. Mr. Meeker received questions concerning various 
phases of the work, The J.C.C. will mail circulars and perform other coordina? 
ing functions, and will anticipate receiving notice of a block selected by each 
local council. i 


Mr, Spratt moved that the Associated Commmity Councils endorse the program 
and recommend:to its members that they contact the J.C.C. and participate in the 
cempaign, ‘The motion was seconded by Mr. Winters. In the ensuing discussion, 
Mr. Bergen of Ironbound stated that what we are engaged in is a fight for the 
survival of the city, and that a one-week or one-month campaign would be inado- 
quate. This fact was recognized by all present. The motion passed. 


‘TREASURER'S REFORTs ‘The president then requested the treasurer's report. First 
Mr, Feldman gave Mr. Busse's report on the ACTION funds to the effect that of 
eight huhdwed ninety-one dollars realized on ticket sales, the councils sold 
two hundred ninsty-eight dollars’ worth and the cooperating organizations 
sold the remainder, Mr. Holman, the treasuyer, then distributed to the counciis 
checks in the amounts realized on their ticket sales. He reported a balance of | 
five hundred seventy-two dollars and sightynine cents, The treasurer's 
report was accepted. 


Mrs. Owens then called for discussion on the disposition of the funds romain 
ing, keeping in mind the fact that the Associated Commmnity Councils and the 
Council of Social Agencies have a continuing program of aiding new councils and 
operating the citywide organisation. Mr. Holman expressed a wish that a generous 
contribution be made to the Council of Social Agencies. 


Mrso expressed the opinion that it would be inappropriate to 
make a to the Council of Social Agencies at this time. Mr. Melillo 
expressed the opinion that the funds should be retained for organizational. york 
and a letter of thanks sent to the Council of Social Agencies. His sentiments 
were echoed by Mr. Zeller, Mr. Tompkins stated that some of the funds should bo

Associated Councils for obtaining that land for commmnity purposes. Mrs. Golat 
stated that the site practically mst be saved for commnity purposes if Federal 
assistance is to be secured for Clinton Hill. and for subsequent redevelopment in 
the rest of the city, Mr. Hallett mentioned that additional assistance should 
be provided for the city's traffic engineer, Mr. Cyr, so that hie office could 
respond better to citinens' requests and ccmamications 


Mr. Dunn moved that the A.C.C. go on record as favoring the city's obtaining 
the site in question for recreational purposes. He re-stated the motion to the 
effect that we ask the city to consider the purchase of the site for rucreational 
purposes; this motion was seconded by Mr. Tompkins. Mr. Chinoy suggested that a 
committee fron A.C.C, work with the C.H.N.C. to study the situation. Mr. Spratt 
raised the question of cooperative housing for the site, the question having bee 
raised in the Newark Citizen's Housing Council. My. Drechsler stated that Clinton 
Hill's problem is our first opportunity for concerted action. He stated that 
reprecentatives from all member councile should serve on a committee to meet 
with city officials. Further statements for support were made Mr. Haliett 
and Mr. Bergen stated that probably other properties should be 
to site, Mr. Chinoy made a statement in favor of the progrm.
